Biggest U. S. Air Fleet

More Than 200 Planes Parked
on Seifridgc Field When

, Contest Ended
MOUNT CLEMENS, Mich., Oct. 15-

Preparations were begun to-day to de
mobilize the greatest fleet of airplane!
ever assembled on one field in Amer
ica, that brought to Selfridge Field foi
the national air meet which closee
yesterday witn the Pulitzer Trophj
Race. More than 200 machines wen
parked at the army flying station oi
the final day of the races. They wer«
valued at approximately $1,600,000.The meet, in the opinion of armjand navy aero hea^ls, was one of the
most successful ever held and markee
wonderful advancement in aeronauticin this country. Technical data assejn
bled during the races will be of greaassistance to builders of both commer
cial and fighting planes.More records were shattered on Sat
nrday than in any previous race, althe world's speed records for competition being surpassed by Pulitzer contenders.

set by Sadi Lecointe In France a fevweeks ago, -was among the -first to fallOn the first lap of thirty miles Lieu
tenant L. J. Maltland averaged 216.miles an hour.

any labor movement ho knew of, re¬ferring chiefly to the Irish Transportand General Workers' Union, whichLarkin founded. He said that the con¬
viction of the Irish agitator had been
unjust.
"For the sake of our good American

courts the error should be corrected,"Mr. Cockran continued. "Larkin is in
jail for having given voice 'to his opin¬
ion and told the truth as he believed it,and not for offending any of the mora i
laws. He is the victim of a political
law, and we owe it to ourselves to ob¬
tain his freedom."

Peter.Larkin, brother of the impris¬
oned man, was present and spoke, as
did also Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington. wife
of the Irish editor who was killed,
in 1016.-

French Flyers Fail to EqualU. S. Mark, but Claim Record
LE BOURGET, France, Oct. 15 (By

The Associated Press)..The French
aviators, Lieutenant Bossoutrot and
M. Drouhin, who ascended in a Goliath
biplane Saturday in an attempt to beat
the American duration flight recentlymade at San Diego, Calif., by Lieuten¬
ant John A. Macready and OakleyKelly, landed here at 4:27 this after¬
noon, having remained in the air 34
hours, 14 minutes and 32 seconels.
They thus failed to equal the record
of Macready and Kelly, which was 35
hours, 16 minutes and 30 seconds.
The French Aerial Federation, how¬

ever, considers the mark set by Bos¬
soutrot and Drouhin an officinl world's
record, contending that the American
flicht was conducted under such con¬
ditions at will not be -accepted by .he

internatío*ai federation, of which the
United States is a memjer. w

**I have been to America and half
way back again," Bbssoutrot said on
alighting from the plane, wrapped upin heavy furs. The aviators were
forced to land through lack of gaso¬line, of which they had taken 4,200litres when they started. When in¬
formed that his performance did not
break Macready's flight, Bossoutrot
remarked:

"I don't see how he could do it withthe gas he is reported to have hadaboard."

BoneDryRuling
Expected to File Injunc¬

tion Suits To-day; Com¬
panies Will Carry Issue
to U. S. Supreme Court

| May Appeal to The Hague
Say Edict Disrupts Inter»
national Treaties and
Act Violates Constitution

Indications yesterday were that at
Teast two more foreign steamship com¬
panies would file injunction suits in
the United States Dtstrict Court to¬
day agninst. the Treasury Department
and other government enforcement de¬
partments in opposition to AttorneyGeneral Dnugherty's ruling that shins
entering United States ports most bebone dry.
Should Judge Learned Hand decide¡.gainst the shipping companies, whose

suits are practically identical, it wassaid by attorneys that, the cases willbe taken to the United States SupremeCourt. It is possible that the issuefinally may reach the Hague tribunal.Attorneys have expressed the beliefthat the bone-dry ruling violated in¬
ternational treaties.
One of the passenger lines that isexpected to-day to add its suit to theround robin started by the Cunard andAnchor lines is the Holland-America,which was reported on Saturday tohave its brief in readiness. This briefwill follow the general trend «>f theothers, it was reported, and will charge

among other specifications that theVolstead amendment is unconstitu¬tional in that it abridges fundamentalrights upon which the United States
government is based.

Crews Permitted Rations
The extension of time to October21, granted by President Harding and

announced through Roy A. Haynes,prohibition commissioner, was given aliberal interpretation by customsguards stationed on foreign ships inthe harbor. The agents took the stayto mean that the ships' officers had aright to access to their own lockersto obtain liquor rations for their
crews. The customs guards on thevarious ships unsealed the lockers.This arrangement was not along thelines laid down by John D. Appleby,prohibition zone chief and executive
representative in New York of theWashington prohibition headquarters.The matter has been taken out of thehands of Mr. Appleby, however, and
now rests in the hands of the Col¬lector of the Port and his customs
agents.
Mr. Appleby is a stickler for rigidenforcement and he openly chargedthat since prohibition he has evidenceof the sale of liquors by bars on for¬eign ships to citizens of the UnitedStates. He said that this evil mustbe abated and that the very root ofprohibition enforcement was attackedj when foreign vessels were able to sell

contraband to United States citizensin United States ports in defianco ofUnited States laws.
"I know of several instances," saidMr. Appleby," where the foreign ships,cne a German passenger vessel, havesold drinks and bottles of whisky toUnited States citizens, who werevisitors aboar'd."
Mr. Appleby admitted that there hadbeen no such instances recorded re¬

cently.
Investigate River Steamers

John S. Parsons, state enforcement

shipping and excursion steamers,against which Prohibition Agent Peter
Reagcr had been collecting evidence,it was reported for some months.

Absorbs Socialists and Farm-

er-Laborites; Leader De¬
clares It To Be 100 Per
CentWorking Class-Group

At a meeting yesterday in the Lex¬
ington Theater, over which MorrisHillquit presided, the Socialists andFarmer-Laborites yesterday formallylaunched the American Labor party,which is destined to absorb the tworadical parties.
"You are called upon ta ratify not

only a set of candidates for publicoffice, but a new political party, the
American Labor party, which, at this
meeting, makes its official bow to the
electorate of this country," said
Hillquit. "The American Labor partyis a political partnership of the So¬
cialist party, the Farmer-Labor partyand a large number of progressive lo¬
cal labor organizations. It is a 100
per cent working-class party."The other speakers were Edward F.
Cassidy, candidate for Governor; Har¬
riet Stanton Blatch, candidate for As¬
sembly in the 8th District: Congress¬
man Meyer London, Dr. John HaynesHolmes and Abraham Lefkowitz.

Mrs. Blatch made an appeal for
watchers at the polls on Election Day,
saying that there wert sections of the
city where it. is almost impossible for
the Socialists to have an honest count.
"The 100 per cent. Americans do not

care how much cheating there is," said
Mrs. Blatch, "so long -as it is directed
against the Socialists. AssemblymanCiacssens was cheated out of his seat

Frees Dry Law Prisoner
«-

Still Found in House, but
Officers Had No Right
To Be There, He Says

Protection against police invasion
without search warrant was thrown
about the homes of poorer and less in¬
fluential residents of New York City
yesterday when Magistrate Simpson in
Essex Market Court, scored the policefor what he termed discrimination.
